TOWN MANAGER’S REPORT 


It seems such a short time ago that I was preparing my first 
report to the people of Camden and now I’m writing my final report 
some 10 years later. These past 10’ years have not been without 
problems, but I believe, and hope you will agree they have been pro- 
ductive. During my administration we have reduced the Municipal 
debt from $811,000.00 to $319,333.33. The tax rate has been fairly 
stable, services have been adequate and our surplus is at a comfort- 
able figure. Again this year we collected approximately 95% of our 
taxes before year end. 


Through the cooperation and untiring efforts of the willing people 
who have served on the many boards and committees, we have ac- 
complished many worthwhile projects. Camden will be a much 
better place for our children to learn and to grow because of their 
efforts. The projects of both the Land Use and Codification Commit- 
tees are nearly complete. This has been a tremendous undertaking 
and again it has been done by volunteers who care about their town 
and are willing to spend their time to improve it. I firmly believe 
every able citizen should serve their community in some capacity, at 
least once, to fully appreciate the complexity of Municipal govern- 
ment. 


I am grateful for all those who have served as Selectmen during 
the past 10 years. Without their support my job would be meaning- 
less. I appreciate the times Bill Brawn acted on my behalf when I 
was on vacation. We will miss him on the Board of Selectmen but 
understand his need for a change. 


Through generous donations we have completed the picnic area 
by the fish hatchery for everyone to enjoy. The harbor continues to 
be a thriving tourist attraction. We should all thank Ken Miller, 
Harbormaster, for his supervision of this busy harbor. 


The Chamber of Commerce continues to be an active part of 
Camden and we appreciate the work of Claire Frye, Past President 
George Martens, the new staff of officers and directors for their pro- 
motion of the “‘prettiest little town in Maine.” 


During the summer the firemen spent many hours planning and 
carrying out their celebration for our enjoyment as well as the en- 
joyment of our visitors. Thank you, Firemen, we hope your 
Firemen’s Weekend will always be an annual event. 


At the time I write this report we have no idea the end result of 
our first venture operating the Snow Bowl. I do know if the opera- 
tion is successful it is only because of so many people who have 
worked hard to make it so. We have had so many volunteers it would 
be impossible to list them. Thank you for all your support and con- 
fidence. 
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The Christmas wreaths were extended this year over Mechanic, 
Chestnut and Bayview Streets through the efforts of the Garden 
Club and Chamber of Commerce. It was very attractive and added a 
great deal to the holiday atmosphere. 


We should be proud of the work our Police Department is doing to 
clean up the drug problem which is invading all the small coastal 
communities. The highway department has been busy the past year 
with street and sidewalk improvements and as always, their main- 
tenance of the winter roads is the best of any town around. 


I want to thank all the employees who have worked with me dur- 
ing my administration, to Frank Stearns, Wastewater Superin- 
tendent, and his crew and especially to my office staff of whom I’m 
very proud. To Gianina Ames, my secretary who retired ahead of 
me, thank you and good luck. This past year the town suffered a 
great loss with the passing of Helen Parker. Helen did a marvelous 
job as registrar of voters for many years as well as serving on 
other town committees. Her devotion and commitment to the town 
will not be soon forgotten. 


Let me say I’m proud to have been your manager for the past 10’ 
years and have made many friends who will never be forgotten.

All dogs shall 
be considered capable of producing young unless a previous record 
of certificate issued by any licensed veterinarian is presented 
stating that the dog is incapable of producing young.

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TAX COLLECTOR’S REPORT 


Ninety-five percent of the 1984 Property Taxes have been col- 
lected. Interest at 15 percent per year, since December 1, 1984, is 
being charged on all unpaid taxes. Legal actions for Tax Liens will 
commence in April 1985. The due date for 1984 taxes was Decem- 
ber, 1, 1984. 


Property owners of record April first, are assessed for that year. 
They are responsible for the payment of the full year’s taxes. 


Please note the due date on taxes is written on the bottom of your 
tax bill. 


We would also like to remind you we gladly accept partial pay- 
ments for the current year and prepayments for the coming year. If 
you would like a returned receipt we must have a stamped, self- 
addressed envelope. 


Excise Tax 
During 1984 Excise Tax was collected in the amount of 
$231,749.26. 


Excise Taxes are due every year along with the re-registration fee. 
The Town Office and the State does not remind you of this. This 
year the state needs the mileage of your car or they will not let us 
register it. Registration and Excise are due once a year and the in- 
spection of your vehicle has changed to once a year also. 


Boat Excise Tax 
As many of you know there was a vote last November that 
changed the law on taxing boats. Boats are not taxed under Per- 
sonal Property Tax any more, instead they are to be Excise Taxed 
the same as a car only they will be charged by length and horse- 
power. This tax is due in January or if your boat is due to be regis- 
tered it must be paid before registering it with the state. 


This law is to be strictly enforced. If your Excise Tax is not paid 
the state can Lien your Real Estate Property. 


Please bring in your registration when you pay your excise tax 
since you'll need the information on it.

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CAMDEN POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


To the Town Manager, the Board of Selectmen and the citizens of 
the Town of Camden: 

I hereby respectfully submit the Annual Report of the Camden 
Police Department for the year 1984. 


In the field of training the officers have been requalified in the use 
of firearms by instructors from the Maine State Police. Individual 
officers have attended courses on use of the Intoxilyzer, Criminal 
Investigation and the Collection and Preservation of Evidence. In 
September a regional in-service program was initiated by the 
District Attorney sponsored by the Maine Criminal Justice 
Academy. Several officers have attended this school to date and all 
will be encouraged to participate in the future. 


It is with pride that I commend the many individuals, businesses 
and organizations who continually support the various programs of 
the department involving the safety and well-being of the young 
people of our community. The staff and officials of SAD #28 are 
very supportive of the programs of the department and I commend 
them for allowing us to visit the schools with our programs. I com- 
mend the youth of Camden for their concern, support and will- 
ingness to be involved that our town will continue to prosper as they 
are our future leaders. I am extremely proud of the efforts of Officer 
Peter Hall in conducting the programs of the department concern- 
ing the safety and well-being of our youth. Officer Hall was honored 
by the Maine Chiefs of Police Association in October for his work 
being presented the Annual Award for Community Relations. He 
has donated many hours of his own time to these programs and all 
citizens should commend him for his efforts. 


This year there were 178 traffic accidents in our community in 
which 44 persons were injured, 2 persons were killed and the cost in 
property damage was $242,275. I cannot strongly enough stress my 
concern in the area of the drinking driver or those who abuse drugs. 
We must all unite to keep those who abuse alcohol and drugs off our 
highways to protect those we know and love. 

This year there were 86 arrests for operating a motor vehicle 
under the influence of liquor or drugs and 45 arrests for drug related 
offenses. The members of the department will continue to strictly 
enforce the laws related to these offenses.

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CAMDEN FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


To the Town Manager, Board of Selectmen and people of the 
Town of Camden, I submit the 1984 Fire Department Report. 


We had 30 chimney fires, down 2 from last year. Only three of 
these got outside the chimney and into the wall in any manner. 


We had 11 structural building fires, up 4 from last year; the worst 
in loss being the Gross garage on Knowlton Street, the Atock home 
on Thomas Street, the Burns trailer on Curtis Avenue, Ferrari's 
Restaurant on Elm Street, and the Anderson home on High Street. 


There was a large dollar loss on these fires, but we feel very for- 
tunate that we have had no loss of life. 


Home smoke detectors played a very important part in our early 
detection this past year. 


We had 7 electrical fires, none of which did a great deal of damge. 


Grass and woods fires were up by 9 to 20 in 1984. Remember to 
get your permit before burning outside. Give us half a chance by 
knowing where the fire is. 


We had 18 false alarms, up 4 from 1983. 


Motor vehicle fires rose from 10 to 15; we had 5 smoke investiga- 
tions, 6 gas and oil spills; 2 L.P. gas leaks — that always gives us a 
scare. We had 3 water rescues, one person lost on Mt. Megunticook 
— all turned out O.K. 


Our out-of-town fires also rose this year, as we were called to 
Rockland, Rockport, South Hope, Union and Warren, all once for 
assistance. 


In 1984 we had another successful Firemen’s weekend, thanks to 
the hard-working crew of Atl. Eng. Co. No. 2 and the great support 
of the town’s people. 

In 1984 we had a very generous gift from Harvey and Jean Picker 
— a radar for our rescue boat in the harbor. For this, we again say 
“thank you.” 

I would like to thank the Town Manager, Highway Department, 
the Police Department, the First Aid Association, Town Office Per- 
sonnel and the Board of Selectmen for their help in 1984. 

Most of all, I would like to thank those who get out of bed at 3:30 
A.M. on a sub-zero night to go to the aid of their fellow-man, the 
members of Atlantic Engine Co. No. 2 and the Camden Fire Depart- 
ment:

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HIGHWAY REPORT 


This has been a very busy year for the Highway Department. 
Storm drain work was completed on the upper section of Central 
Street. Howe Hill Road and Melvin Heights were hot-topped, along 
with some in-town streets; namely, Mechanic Street, Rawson 
Avenue, Colorado Avenue, and part of Highland Avenue. I strongly 
recommend the continuation of the hot-top program after my retire- 
ment.

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CODE ENFORCEMENT OFFICER’S REPORT 


I respectfully submit this report for 1984 to the Citizens of 
Camden. This is the 11th Annual Report for Code Enforcement and 
the 7th for this officer. 

A decision was made in the spring of 1984 to combine the Code 
Officer position with that of the Assessors’ Agent. In retrospect, 
this decision was not viable and the enforcement of the Town Zoning 
Ordinance suffered some substantial setbacks. Consequently, in the 
months recently passed, you may have noticed building and related 
activity that is not in conformance with the Zoning Ordinance. The 
unfortunate aspect of this consequence is in its inequity to other 
property owners’ previously denied permits because of restrictions 
in the Ordinance. 


A major revision of the Zoning Ordinance has been completed 
and, once again, you will have a vote in deciding on the growth direc- 
tion of Camden. The Land Use Committee deserves much credit for 
the completion of the herculean task. 

The following is a summary of last year’s activities and a compari- 
son of the past 5 years.

FOUR-TOWN TRANSFER STATION SOLID WASTE REPORT 


At the Transfer Station, we have separate places for different 
materials. We would appreciate people putting these materials in 
their proper places; it would make the attendants’ job much easier 
and would be cheaper for all taxpayers. Domestic garbage and trash 
goes in the transfer station hoppers; corrugated cardboard in the. 
new recycling building; newspapers in the Rotary Club trailer; and 
hot ashes, tires, metal goods, construction/demolition debris, brush 
and stumps in separate areas designated. The bulldozer cost is 
$50.00 per hour for four or five hours each week, or $10,000 per year, 
plus the cost of 2,000 yards of gravel. If people don’t put things 
where they belong, this cost could be higher. 

Each year, we do something to improve the site. In 1985, more 
paving is planned. 

The hauling and tipping fee to transport solid waste to the Sawyer 
landfill in Hampden was $30.25 a ton in 1984. We shipped 5,085 
tons to Sawyer, with 120 tons taken out by recycled cardboard. The 
cost was still $153,821.25. With recycling of glass, planned for 1985, 
we should be able to save more money. With the 1985 contract with 
Sawyer and the recycling program, we should be able to save about 
$55,000 in the 1985 solid waste budget.

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FOUR-TOWN TRANSFER STATION RECYCLING REPORT 


The Recycling Committee started research in 1983. The recycling 
building was purchased in the fall of 1983 from Maine Coast Con- 
struction for $17,000. In the spring of 1984 the ground work began, 
first by relocating the Harvey Huff building to another area at the 
Transfer Station. The earth work was done by Laite Construction 
and the Town crews of Camden and Rockport. The cement work was 
done by James Kierstead/David Ober. The building was erected by 
Maine Coast Construction in June of 1984. 


A forklift truck was purchased from W.D. Matthews for 
$4,200.00. A new baler was purchased from Philadelphia Tramrail 
Co. for $8,200.00, and installed with the help of Rankin’s large 
forklift. On July 12, 1984, the operation was officially open for 
business. The first bale was made and removed on July 13 from the 
baler. Between July 13 and December 31 we recycled 120 tons of 
cardboard, for which we were paid $4,287.50. A further saving of 
$3,587.00 was realized by not having to haul these 120 tons of the 
Sawyer landfill in Hampden. The total saved/earned was $7,884.50. 


The cardboard is sold to William Goodman & Sons, Inc., of 
Portland, Maine. The cardboard is trucked by Robbins Fuel (Milton 
Clark of Camden). The white goods/metal pile is sold to I.T. Miller 
Co., of Auburn, Maine. 


In spring of 1985 we would like to recycle glass. The market price 
is at present $30.00 a ton. With a savings of $23.10/ton it should be 
feasible to recycle glass, cardboard, and metals. 


To make this program work we need the cooperation of all 
townspeople of Camden, Rockport, Lincolnville, and Hope. 


WASTEWATER DEPARTMENT REPORT 


To the Board of Wastewater Commissioners, and the Citizens of 
the Town of Camden, I respectfully submit the Fifteenth Annual 
Report of the Wastewater Department for the year 1984. 


The highlight for 1984 in this department was the addition of a 
belt press to aid in the process of sludge de-watering. The project in- 
cluded a second-story on the sludge pump building with a large 
garage addition. The process starts with sludge being pumped to 
the filter press and mixed with a polymer which is then pressed 
between high-pressure rollers on endless belts. The semi-solid 
sludge then drops to a conveyor and is mixed with lime for a stabili- 
zation process before being carried to a truck in the garage area. The 
product can then be land spread or composted and used as a soil con- 
ditioner, or if necessary, taken to a landfill as solid waste. The 
$205,000.00 cost of the project is being funded through the Waste- 
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water Department’s Equipment Replacement Fund. An open house 
is being planned this spring when the construction is finished and 
the press is placed into operation. 


A second project completed this year was a sludge utilization site 
of three and one-half acres of town-owned land on Matthew Road. 
The project was funded through a grant from the “Knox-Lincoln 
Soil and Water Conservation District.’’ The site will be used pri- 
marily to build top soil from the use of filter press sludge and green 
manure crops being tilled into the soil and allowed to compost until 
enough soil is built up to remove and use for other municipal 
projects. 


A third project of sewer rehabilitation and storm drain extensions 
was started in the Harden Avenue and Megunticook Street area 
which should be completed in 1985. When finished, the new lines 
should eliminate enough inflow and infiltration to offset the major 
sewer extension on Upper Washington Street which is being 
planned for 1985 and 1986.

The Department's financial status at the end of 1984 showed ex- 
penditures slightly less than revenues collected. Even with an in- 
crease in the 1985 budget, it appears an increase in rates may not be 
necessary for 1985. 


In closing, I would like to thank the Board of Wastewater Com- 
missioners for their direction, cooperation, and assistance in the 
operations of this town facility and especially, for the efforts at 
improving the sludge handling process. A sincere thanks to the 
Department personnel, both past and present, for a fine effort keep- 
ing things in top operation condition. A special thank you to the 
citizens of Camden for your support of a very necessary facility, one 
which, after all, belongs to you. We are here to carry out your wishes 
and desires and will strive our utmost to do just that.

To the Board of Selectmen, Town Manager, and the Citizens of 
Camden: 

I respectfully submit the annual Harbor Master’s report for the 
Town of Camden for the year of 1984. 

Again, this year I would like to thank the Town Manager, Board 
of Selectmen, Earl Weaver and all the men at the Town Garage, all 
the members of the Harbor and Harbor Advisory Committee, and 
the Police Department for their support during the past year. 


This year we had fewer problems in the harbor with moorings 
coming unshackled, and boats going ashore, as we have had in the 
past. I think people are more aware of what the results can be if 
moorings are not maintained properly each year. 


Hopefully if things continue to progress, we will get the dredging 
done at the head of the harbor for the new schooner Dayspring in 
time for next summer and still maintain our twenty finger floats. 


The bulkhead and boardwalk at the Town Landing received some 
repair work which consisted of replacing ten pilings and eighty feet 
of caplog. The boardwalk itself did not need any repair, but had to 
be removed for the other work. 


This year the men at the Town Garage are replacing all timbers 
and some of the plank in the old scow, which will extend the life of it 
another three to five years. The timbers in the scow were so rotten 
that we stopped using it this summer. 


The problem still exists with people leaving rowboats tied at the 
Town Landing. Next fall anyone wishing to leave a rowboat tied up 
after December lst will get permission from the Harbor Master. 
Otherwise, it will be removed at the owner’s expense.

CEP has recently undergone review at the Federal level and is 
being scrutinized currently by the Knox County Delegation. Most 
of the concerns are budgetary and deserve the consideration and 
review being afforded. 


One of the main values of the CEP organization is the dissemina- 
tion of information that is quite effective at the county level in Knox 
County.

Fortunately, there aren’t very many and the 
response by concerned citizens in times of need are exceptional in 
Camden and Knox County. 


Participation in the annual disaster drill and monthly meetings 
are some of the responsibilities of this office. Fiscal ’84 also saw the 
completion of a Hazard Analysis study and a program conducted 
for Atlantic Engine Co. #2 regarding toxic and hazardous materials. 
The program, conducted by Gerald LaPointe of the Maine State 
Police, examined the high risk and suitable cautions to be used 
when responding to emergencies involving hazardous materials. 
The transport of materials along Route 1 through Camden necessi- 
tates some preparation in the event an accident should occur.

Special activities at the Library in 1984 included the presentation 
of two local authors and their books. Two evening programs featur- 
ing Barbara Dyer who introduced her book Grog Ho, a book about 
wooden boatbuilding in Camden, were held in August. Helen 
Stearns gave an illustrated presentation of her book, Breezy, in 
November. Both books have proved very successful for the authors. 


Other activities included the visitation of four First Grade classes 
during Children’s Book Week for a reading of Breezy and an appear- 
ance of these same children to sing carols during the Christmas 
season. Still other groups using the Library include students from 
The Riley School, The Seventh Day Adventist School, The Hender- 
son School, the Coastal Workshop and visits from Scouts and 
Brownies. 


During July and August a Story Hour is held Friday mornings 
and an Arts and Crafts Activity Group Friday afternoons under the 
direction of Beth Boynton. 


A problem of great concern is the task of purchasing and provid- 
ing books, whose prices have drastically increased, while still oper- 
ating on a modest budget. The number of unreturned and overdue 
books is another item of major concern. Periods of fine-free days are 
held twice yearly to encourage the return of late books. Books may 
be left in the book drop at the left of the front door whenever the 
Library is closed. 


As a convenience to our patrons the Library now opens at 8:30 
a.m. and closes at 5:00 p.m. each day Monday through Saturday. We 
continue to serve the public 51 hours a week, which is one of the 
highest in the state and equal to those of the Portland Public 
Library. 

Special services offered by the Library include the Shut-in 
delivery service and inter-library loan service. Through the inter- 
library loan books may be borrowed from the Northeastern District 
Network at the Bangor Public Library. Books not in the Camden 
Library collection may be borrowed through this system and a 
search may be made throughout the country for these items. This 
service is open to all library card holders, the exception being that 
student requests must be placed through the school library. A total 
of 463 books were borrowed from 46 libraries.

DISTRICT NURSING ASSOCIATION REPORT 


The Camden Area District Nursing Association has been a service 
to the residents of Camden, Rockport, and Lincolnville since the 
year 1920. It is a non-profit organization with a volunteer Board of 
Directors and a registered nurse as the only employee. 


Baths, injections, foot care, and medication preparation are some 
of the services offered in homes. Our fees have remained affordable 
to most, and services are offered, regardless of ability to pay. Refer- 
rals may be made by physicians, other agencies, families, friends, or 
the person requiring the care. 


Free blood pressure clinics are given on a regular basis as follows: 
the second Thursday of each month from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. in the 
Conference Room behind the Camden Town Office; and the last Fri- 
day of each month from 12 noon to 2:30 p.m. (as well as 7 to 8 p.m. 
preceding Thursday) in the District Nurse’s Office at the Camden 
Health Care Center. 


For the fourth consecutive year, our Association has received a 
generous donation from a Camden resident to purchase influenza 
vaccine. Nearly one hundred and twenty ‘‘flu shots’’ have been ad- 
ministered to senior citizens and the chronically ill of our com- 
munity. 

Regular monthly weight and blood pressure checks are offered to 
residents of 63 Washington Street, as well as periodic blood 
pressure checks to the Camden Senior Citizen group. 


There is limited equipment, such as walkers, commodes, etc., 
available for loan. We welcome donations so that we may enlarge 
this portion of our service. 


More information is available through our brochures, which can 
be found in Town Offices and several churches, or call the District 
Nurse at 236-8381. Regular office hours are Monday and Thursday 
from 2 p.m. to 4 p.m. Dates and times of clinics are advertised in 
local papers and on the local radio station. 


We appreciate the assistance and support given by volunteers and 
the Camden Health Care Center, enabling us to continue to serve 
the Camden area residents.

TIME AND TIDE RESOURCE CONSERVATION 
& DEVELOPMENT AREA REPORT 


It is with a great deal of pleasure that we submit to you a report of 
the Time & Tide RC&D activities for 1984. It has been 10 years 
since Time & Tide RC&D went into operation, and a lot has hap- 
pened for the good of the Mid Coast area in that span of time. 


This is a people’s program. We are sponsored in part by the coun- 
ties and directed by local people. The Time & Tide RC&D Area 
covers 60 towns and cities from Monroe to Brunswick. We serve as a 
base for people such as yourself to come together to plan and carry 
out projects and concerns relating to the resources of the area. Time 
& Tide RC&D serves as a facilitator to help many towns and non- 
profit groups deal with challenges to conserve, develop and improve 
our natural resources. 
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We are pleased to report that in 1984 the Time & Tide RC&D was 
selected for the fourth time in the past five years as the outstanding 
RC&D in New England. This recognition is due in part to the 
tremendous amount of volunteer service by local people and the 
dedication of the council members and alternates. Through 
cooperative efforts many things have been accomplished in the Mid 
Coast in the past 10 years. We believe no one person, organization or 
agency can take total credit, but with everyone working together 
doing a little bit, a lot can be done. 


Some of the accomplishments this past year: 10th Anniversary 
Fall Conference with all eight resource committees having displays 
and giving reports. This was well attended. The Time & Tide RC&D 
Council is in the process of a re-evaluation of the past 10 years and 
looking to the future for the next few years. Twenty-five persons 
from Brunswick to Belfast are doing the re-evaluation and making 
suggestions for new ideas and directions. 


A number of projects were completed which include Rockland 
Bog inventory, Belfast City Park drainage and Belfast waterfront, 
Camden softball and soccer field, Bath recreation area, Dresden 
School recreation area, Islesboro shore erosion, Wiscasset Primary 
School, Cushing recreation area, Bowdoinham recreation and septic 
disposal facility, North Haven basketball area and St. George road- 
side erosion, to name just a few of the activities. Many projects are 
scheduled for 1985. 


The ninth supplement to the Program of Action was completed 
which gives an overview of the past 10 years of activities. It’s 
available at the Time & Tide RC&D office on request. 


Tide & Tide RC&D only provides assistance as requested by the 
local people from a town or nonprofit group. Contact your local Soil 
and Water Conservation District, your county commissioners or our 
office for more information. 


The eight resource committees include Soils & Land Use, Energy, 
Recreation & Tourism, Forestry, Ocean, Agriculture, Fish &

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CAMDEN-ROCKPORT HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


The year 1984 was highlighted by two unique presentations at the 
Cramer Museum during the summer. 


The first was a showing of paintings by three local artists whose 
works spanned the years approximately 1875-1925. William Bar- 
rett, a Rockport native noted for his seascapes, was represented by 
paintings loaned by Charleton Ames, Charles Chatfield, Mrs. 
Ambrose Cramer, Mrs. Ray Konen, the Farnsworth Art Museum 
and paintings in our own museum collection. E.H. Bramhall, a 
Camden native and boatbuilder, was represented by paintings 
loaned by Mrs. Arthur Bryant, Mrs. Alexander Gilmore, James 
Perry, Dr. Walter Strang and paintings in our museum. The most 
striking and colorful exhibit was a collection of watercolors by 
Willis Carleton of Rockport. This collection was given to the histo- 
rical society by Carleton’s longtime friend, the late True Spear of 
Rockport. The paintings are mostly designs for stage settings and 
household interiors. Included in the collection is the design for the 
present Masonic lodge hall in Rockport. In addition to the Spear col- 
lection, we exhibited Carleton designs for the Rockport Opera 
House stage loaned by Mrs. Harry Goodridge and Mrs. William 
Walthal. 


The second presentation, a graphic display of early 19th century 
Maine life, was made possible by a small grant from the Maine 
Humanities Council. This display capped the year-long study 
‘‘Maine at Statehood”’ carried out by the historical society in 
cooperation with SAD 28 and the Camden and Rockport libraries. 


In July, an outstanding program was given at the Conway Home- 
stead by Ms. Jean Hildreth, curator of the Arizona Costume In- 
stitute of the Phoenix Art Museum. Ms. Hildreth’s slide presenta- 
tion covered highlights of the eminent Phoenix collection and tech- 
niques for exhibiting, conserving and displaying historical clothing. 


A long-standing objective of the historical society was achieved in 
the fall with an exchange of properties with Fred Clemens, devel- 
oper of the Rockport Woods subdivision. This exchange provides a 
much-needed extension of ground area on the SW side of the Con- 
way barn and private access to the homestead property by the ex- 
tinguishment of previous rights-of-way. This private access in- 
sulates our property from the new subdivision and gives us control 
of entering and exiting vehicles. 


The year was topped off in December with publication by the 
Society of Elizabeth Parker’s great book, A Natural History of 
Camden and Rockport. 
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Our membership continues to grow. New corporate/supporting 
members who joined in 1984 are: Camden-Rockport Water Com- 
pany, Camden Drug Company, Lord Camden Inn, J.C. Curtis Hard- 
ware, Camden Harbour Inn and Peter Ott’s Tavern. 


The individual and collective support of the citizens of Camden 
and Rockport is essential to our on-going efforts to bring alive and 
give meaning to the history of our area. The Society appreciates the 
many individual contributions and Town appropriations which fur- 
ther our work.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


Buildings and Grounds 

With the exception of Mary E. Taylor, building renovation and 
improvements were modest in 1984. This commendable situation is 
a reflection of work done over the past five years to bring our 
building maintenance program up-to-date. 


In Mary E. Taylor the following significant renovations were ac- 
complished during the summer. 


The entire basement area was renovated with specific emphasis 
given to the establishment of a new library in the area formerly oc- 
cupied by the special education learning center. In addition, the cor- 
ridor was entirely refurbished with new flooring, walls, ceiling and 
lighting and the stairwell to the first floor was redone. A new ceiling 
was added in the music room and the art room was painted. The 
overall effect in the basement area is one of increased attrac- 
tiveness, light and improved atmosphere for learning. We are 
especially proud of the library which, with its carpet and natural 
wood shelving, is an attractive and exciting place to be. 


The special education department has moved to the first floor 
with the new learning center built in what used to be the old library. 
This area represents a positive feeling for learning for special educa- 
tion students and their teachers. 


The principal’s office was partitioned to allow an additional office 
space for counseling students and improving the overall attrac- 
tiveness of the principal’s place of business. 


The sixth and seventh grade guidance counselor has moved to the 
guidance office complex in the Andrews wing. A new office space 
was built for this counselor. The overall effect is one of unity and 
coordination for the guidance department. 


1985 will represent the fourth year of funding for Mary E. Taylor 
renovations and we look forward to increased progress in the overall 
improvement of this fifty-five year old building. i 
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At Camden-Rockport High School a new roof has been installed 
between the gym and the main corridor of the high school. The en- 
tire freshmen wing corridor and the Arthur Andrews wing corridor 
were painted. 


In the fall of 1984 the baseball diamond was named for Beryl 
Leach in a ceremony that was very meaningful for this dedicated 
and long-time coach and teacher in our district. 


At Rockport Elementary School new heat controls have been 
added in the entire length of the original wing of the building to 
allow more even heat on both sides of the corridor. This has gone a 
long way to solving a problem that has existed for many years there 
and the principal reports that this new system is ‘‘working well.”’ 


The Elm Street School saw repainting of the exterior of the 
building where cracking and peeling had occurred as well as repaint- 
ing of two classrooms in the building. 


We continue in our effort to maintain our buildings in a high level 
of repair and are proud of their appearance and soundness. 


Transportation 

In 1984 the district purchased a new 66-passenger bus. This pur- 
chase represents the continuation of a policy of replacing each bus 
on a seven to eight year rotational basis. We continue to have an ex- 
cellent bus driver and maintenance staff. Our bus fleet logs well 
over 100,000 miles per year and our breakdowns are at a bare 
minimum and our safety record is laudatory. Bus drivers new to the 
district this year are: Gilbert Watson, Ronald Weaver and Quentin 
Johnson. 


Food Services 

The food services department had a good and profitable year in 
1984. The budget balance was such in June that the Board voted to 
decrease all lunch prices by 10¢. This means that the elementary 
school student pays 60¢, the middle school student 70¢ and the high 
school student 75¢. 


Since a new grade level has been started at the Elm Street School, 
we now offer a lunch to those pre-first grades. The pre-packed sand- 
wich lunch seems to be well accepted. 


The Rockport Elementary School is now preparing all the food for 
lunches on site. This change was made without extra cost to the pro- 
gram. The cost of previous transporting of food is now used in a 
slight increase of labor time. One of the benefits of baking and cook- 
ing on site is the nice aroma that flows through the halls! 
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Participation in the lunch program is remaining steady although 
total district enrollment is down slightly. The daily participation is 
just over 800. High School participation is higher this year, while 
elementary is down. 


This summer the equipment in both kitchens was serviced by an 
equipment service company, and a system of preventive 
maintenance put in place. New equipment purchased included mixer 
attachments for Rockport and small wares (including baking pans 
and silverware). 


There is a new look at the Mary Taylor cafeteria. Instead of the 
usual compartment trays on which to serve food we have purchased 
trays and plates. The trays are bright red and the plates white — 
school colors. The total look is more cafeteria and less institutional. 


Several new items have been offered at the Mary Taylor cafeteria. 
Taste-testing by the Student Council rated the new prducts before 
they were offered. Among those accepted were manicotti, clam roll 
and the new ‘C-R Beggar Muffin’. 


Last year the State Nutrition Department provided all the paper- 
work for cooperative food buying. S.A.D. #28 realized very good 
savings by joining that coop. This year the State has discontinued 
the effort so we are currently doing our own bid buying. By submit- 
ting a buying list to four different companies and asking for their 
best price we can realize up to a 15% saving in food costs. It is a 
worthwhile effort. 


The staff at the school lunch program has not changed this year. 
All of our members have worked here for a minimum of two years. 
This year the negotiations committee approved a budget for food 
service training. The National School Lunch Program changes with 
the times and the regulations, procedures and policies all need cons- 
tant attention. The State provides workshops which help keep 
employees abreast of these changes. The budget money makes it 
possible for our people to attend these workshops. 


Many people don’t realize that the school lunch program also pro- 
vides many extras to the total school picture. Among those are such 
things as refreshments for sports awards and teacher workshops, 
helping PTCA with suppers and purchases, doing special lunches 
for trips and picnics, ice cream parties for awards, ice for hurts, 
snacks for hungry kids, oranges for track teams, and many other lit- 
tle items that come along. 

Instruction 
District-Wide 
1984 marked the third time our district has undergone a self- 
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evaluation. A dedicated group of Board members, community 
residents and many faculty members reviewed all curriculum areas 
as well as six areas involved with excellence in schools. The 80-some 
pages of findings and recommendations have proven extremely 
valuable in directing attention to areas of strength and need. Copies 
of the completed evaluation and the progress report on implementa- 
tion of recommendations are available in the superintendent’s office 
and the schools. We are proud of our progress and of the thoughts 
and recommendations in the evaluation. 


Significant changes have also occurred in our special education 
department this year. Debbie Bower, long-time director of special 
education, resigned at the end of the 1983-84 school year. Louise 
Cole has been employed as our new special education director and 
has stepped in with gusto into this position. 


Teachers new to the special education department, replacing 
resigning staff members are: Rose Mary Bittle, new resource room 
teacher at Rockport Elementary School, Christina Fornili, new 
resource room teacher (grades 4 and 5) at Rockport Elementary 
School and Barbara Leonard, the new resource room teacher at 
Mary E. Taylor. Special education aides new to the district this year 
include Linda Shannon and Dianne Winstanley. 


Three new classrooms have been established in the district this 
year. They include a self-contained classroom for two primary-age 
students who have significant needs. Filling this position is Susan 
Brown. This program has been most successful in meeting the needs 
of these two students. 


A new self-contained classroom has been established at Rockport 
Elementary School for students requiring more than half-time of 
special education services. This program has also proven successful 
and the teacher teaching in this room is Katherine Glans. 


A new half-time position has been established at the high school. 
This position of a resource room teacher has been necessitated by 
the large caseload at the high school which includes students requir- 
ing more than a half-day in the resource room. Diane Ridley has 
been employed in this position. 


The State Department reviewed our special education program in 
May. As a result of that review and the review in Appleton and 
Hope, nineteen recommendations were made. All recommendations 
have currently been accomplished with the exception of the need to 
consider additional psychological consulting services. This recom- 
mendation will be considered at budget development time. 
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Rockport Elementary School and Elm Street School 

Several curriculum changes have occurred at Rockport Elemen- 
tary School and the Elm Street School this year. After much discus- 
sion and review, the Board voted to establish a pre-first grade pro- 
gram for the 1984-85 school year. This program is designed to pro- 
vide students needing the ‘‘extra gift of time’ an additional year 
between the kindergarten year and the first grade. Fifteen students 
whose development needs this additional time are currently enrolled 
in the program at the Elm Street School. Stephanie Ames is the 
teacher of this new program. 


The Houghton-Mifflin reading program previously used through 
grade 3 has been incorporated into grade 4 for the 1984-85 school 
year. 


The Silver-Burdette social studies program has been added to 
grade 4. It is now used in grades 1-4. 


Science units have been screened, identified, and incorporated in- 
to the grades 1-3 science program. 


New this year at Rockport are Paula Blake, Elizabeth Guiseley 
and Ann Williamson, all first grade teachers, Priscilla Wentworth, 
art teacher, Nancy Guest, half-time guidance counselor, Susan Cor- 
coran, special education aide, and Stanley Moore, custodian. Connie- 
Jo Overlock and Marilyn Conary are new teacher aides at Elm 
Street School. 


Mary E. Taylor School 

Mary E. Taylor has seen several significant changes in 1984. With 
the retirement of Arthur Andrews, long-time principal of the middle 
school, a new principal, Michael Weatherwax, has been employed. 
The school is hard at work on reviewing middle school philosophy 
and direction with anticipation this work will continue well into 
1985 with recommendations for development forthcoming during 
the year. 


A new 8th grade computer curriculum, including word processing, 
has been developed and incorporated as a required course for eighth 
grade students. 


Physical education has been extended with increased opportunity 
for middle school students to participate in this important part of 
overall development. 


After extensive consultation between the middle school and 
Rockport Elementary School, a sixth grade orientation day was 
developed and implemented to assist and facilitate student transi- 
tion from the elementary school to the middle school. This day was 


very successful, operating prior to the start of school for all 
students in the fall of 1984. 
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The middle school has, this year, adopted a new progress report 
form and a new warning card report form. Coupled with the adop- 
tion of these two new forms has been a change in the conference 
schedule whereby parents, at the end of the first quarter ranking 
period, are able to select the teachers with whom they wish to meet 
to discuss their child’s work in the school during a parent con- 
ference. 


There has been a basic change in the guidance services for Mary 
E. Taylor School. Jean Brace, who previously serviced all students 
in grades 6-8, now works exclusively with 6th and 7th grade 
students. Gene Oakes and Cindy Demetri each counsel one-half of 
the eighth grade students. 


In addition to the retirement of Arthur Andrews, 1984 also 
marked the retirement of long-time math teacher John Davis, and 
the move of long-time middle school English teacher Jon Potter to 
the high school. Replacing John Davis is Mark Jones, while Jon 
Potter was replaced by Jerry Stone. 


Also new to the middle school this year are vocal music teacher 
John Gelsinger and instrumental music teacher N ancy Rowe. Also 
new to the middle school are alternative education associate teacher 
Jeff Hart and math aide Joanne Pelletreau. J oyce Heal is the new 
Mary E. Taylor School secretary, replacing Joyce Andrews, who 
retired after many years as secretary at the middle school. Sylvia 
Crane is the new clerical aide for the special education department, 
the Horizons department, and the middle school administration. 
Tom Lokocz is the new custodian for the middle school and high 
school, replacing Fred Cotta. 


Camden-Rockport High School 

Camden-Rockport High School initiated a freshmen orientation 
study skills program in the fall of 1984. This program was aimed at 
directly helping incoming freshmen learn various study skills that 
would be valuable to them in all the curriculum areas during their 
high school years. The program was developed after extensive work 
by faculty members during the spring and summer and proved very 
successful in its initial operation. It is exciting to know that we are 
focusing significantly on the process of learning as well as the 
products of learning. 


Also new to the high school this year has been the adoption of a 
half-time cooperative education program. This program aims at pro- 
viding classroom instruction for students on job market skills, 
coupled with placing them on the job in a supervised learning ex- 
perience. At present eleven students are involved in this program. 
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The Freshmen World History Program saw the addition of a sec- 
tion of the course providing a humanities approach to world history. 
This eight level section has been taught by Joan Heimann and has 
provided excitement as well as depth of learning for the students 
enrolled in this class. 


In order to provide additional, regularly scheduled classwork for 
Horizons students, an elective, Ascent of Man course, has been of- 
fered this year for the first time. This course, primarily for 
sophomores, has proven successful through the first four months of 
the 1984-85 school year. 


The 1984-85 school year saw the establishment of a level eight sec- 
tion (honor’s section) of U.S. History. Because of scheduling prob- 
lems, homogeneous grouping in social studies at the eleventh grade 
has been difficult in the past, but thanks to real scheduling efforts it 
has now proven possible to schedule this section. 


New to the music department has been the establishment of a cur- 
riculum coordinator’s position (filled by Charles Seymour) and the 
addition of a second full-time instrumental music teacher (replacing 
what last year was a two-fifths time position). This has allowed one 
instrumental music teacher to focus on high school instrumental 
music and the second teacher to focus on the junior high school and 
freshmen instrumental music program. 


1984 saw the thorough study and addition of a track program for 
the spring of 1985 to the high school interscholastic program. 


Personnel new to Camden-Rockport High School for 1984-85 in- 
cludes Cindy Demetri in guidance, John Gelsinger in Chorus, Nancy 
Rowe, instrumental music teacher, Brenda Penney, half-time 
cooperative education teacher, Barbara Sepe, half-time English 
literature teacher, and John Scott, custodian. In addition, two 
secretarial positions were rotated with Jeannette Wootton moving 
from the library to the guidance department and Alice Berry mov- 
ing from the guidance department to the library.

Two high school students were chosen and financed by the Com- 
mission to attend a summer session at Bryant Pont Conservation 
Camp.

It was moved, seconded and voted to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $40,000.00 for the construction of storm drains 
and sewer on Harden Avenue and Megunticook Street. $20,000.00 
to appropriated from Surplus and $20,000.00 to be raised. 


Article 22. It was moved, seconded and voted to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $6,000 for preliminary engineering for 
Washington Street sewer and pump station. 


Article 23. It was moved, seconded and voted not to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $300.00 for the Sri-Lanka Sister City Program. 


Article 24. It was moved, seconded and voted to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $3,500.00 for the construction of approximate- 
ly 150’ of 8” sewer line on Highland Avenue. 


Article 25. It was moved, seconded and voted to accept Cove 
Road as a Public Roadway. Said Public Roadway varies in width 
from 50’ to 74’ and is approximately 900’ in length. 


Article 26. It was moved, seconded and voted to appropriate from 
fees the sum of $520.75 for the Shellfish Conservation Commission. 


Article 27. It was moved, seconded and voted to enact a Shellfish 
Conservation Ordinance for a period of three (3) years from the effec- 
tive date of April 1, 1984.

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described in a proposed deed of conveyance from Megunticook Lake 
Association for the purposes of preserving and enhancing public 
outdoor facilities at the Route 52 launching ramp, and such 
facilities at the picnic and scenic park areas at Lands End on Fer- 
nald’s Neck, and such facilities at the Bog Bridge boat landing 
facility. 

Article 29. After some discussion, it was moved and seconded to 
amend the sum of fifteen thousand (15,000.00) to read twenty thou- 
sand (20,000.00). It was then moved, seconded and voted to accept 
from Megunticook Lake Association a gift a trust fund in the sum of 
20,000.00, the principal of which said trust fund on the date of gift 
to the Town shall be kept perpetually invested and the income only 
from that trust fund shall be used for the operation, maintenance, 
repair and reconstruction of the three dam structures at Megun- 
ticook Lake together with all such land, easements and related 
rights and privileges as set forth in the immediately preceding 
Article. 


Article 30. After some discussion, it was moved, seconded and 
voted to authorize the Selectmen to appoint three citizens of the 
Town of Camden, at least one of whom shall be a citizen of the Town 
of Camden recommended by the Megunticook Lake Association, 
and at least one of whom shall be a Selectman as of the date of ap- 
pointment, for a three-year term, as trustees of the Megunticook 
Dams Maintenance Trust Fund, the purpose of said trust being to 
administer the Trust Fund described in the immediately preceding 
Article and such other sums of money as may be dedicated for the 
maintenance and repair of the Megunticook dams and structures 
and other related facilities by subsequent gift or otherwise; and said 
trustees shall also advise the Selectmen concerning policies for 
those dams. 


Article 31. It was moved, seconded and voted to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $2,000.00 for maintenance, repair and 
reconstruction of the Megunticook Lake Dams. 


Article 32. Town Attorney Terry Calderwood spoke on the 
reasons why we have a ‘Hawking and Peddling”’ ordinance; protect- 
ing the citizens of Camden from any ‘‘high pressure sales”’ and go- 
ing door to door in doing such selling. There was some further 
discussion and a vote was taken on whether to raise the current fee 
stated in the ordinance from $50.00 to $300.00 per license. This 
would be an annual fee, but it was not declared passed. It was then 
moved, seconded and voted to enact an ordinance entitled ‘‘Or- 
dinance regulating business of Hawking and Peddling.”’ Copies are 
available at the Town Office.

It was then moved, seconded and voted to ac- 
cept this Article as amended. 


It was moved, seconded and voted that the following 
proposed amendments be enacted in the Town of Camden Zoning 
Ordinances; said amendments being in the following provisions of 
that Zoning Ordinance.

Section IV, Article 77 (d); 

Section V, Definitions; definitions of building height, camping 
ground, code enforcement officer, community facility cottage, 
customary home occupation, dwelling, dwelling unit, ground 
coverage, hotel, lot, special exception, nursing home, multi- 
family dwellings, and shoreline. Copies of the proposed 
amendments are on file at the town office and available for 
public inspection. 


Article 36. It was moved, seconded and voted to enact the ‘‘Com- 
prehensive Plan’’ proposed by the Comprehensive Plan Committee 
and presented by the Planning Board of the Town of Camden. 
Copies of the ‘‘Comprehensive Plan’”’ are on file at the Town Office 
and available for public inspection. 


Article 37. It was moved, seconded and voted to authorize the 
Selectmen to expend such sums of money required to carry on Town 
affairs from J anuary 1, 1985, until March 11, 1985 Town Meeting, 
such sums of money to be included in the 1985 Town Budget. 


Article 38. It was moved, seconded and voted to authorize the ex- 
penditure of income received in each account as approved by the 
Board of Selectmen and Budget Committee. 


Article 39. It was moved, seconded and voted to authorize the 
overdrafts as occurred in Town operations during the year 1983.

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RESULTS OF SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
August, 27, 1984 


Agreeable to the warrant, the meeting was called to order at 7:30 
on September 27, 1984 at the Camden-Rockport High School Gym- 
nasium by the Town Clerk. The reading of the warrant was done by 
the Clerk. 


Article 1. Bruce Buxton was the only nominee for Moderator. 
With 18 votes cast, none opposed, Bruce Buxton was declared 
elected and sworn in by the Town Clerk as Moderator. 


Article 2.After some lengthy discussion, it was moved, seconded 
and voted to authorize the Selectmen to purchase the two (2) Sno- 
Cats and two (2) compressors currently used at the Snow Bowl from 
Winn Enterprises & Ingersoll-Rand Financial Corporation. 


Article 3. After much discussion, it was moved, seconded and 
voted to authorize the Selectmen to borrow the sum of $45,000.00 to 
be paid back with one-half of the principal in 1986; those funds to be 
for the purchase of the compressors and Sno-Cats described in 
Article 2 of this warrant. 


Article 4. It was moved, seconded and voted after some discus- 
sion to appropriate the sum of $43,700.00 which amount was raised 
and appropriated by Article 15, in the Warrant for Special Town 
Meeting on June 30, 1983 for the purchase of the Mill Property; the 
appropriation cotained in this Article shall be for the purpose of 
funding the operational Budget of the Snow Bowl. The vote which 
was determined by a hand vote was then challenged due to the 
closeness of the vote and some people thought they were being 
counted twice. The next vote taken was then tied. The third vote on 
this Article was 97 yes, 93 no. It was then declared passed. 


Article 5. After some discussion, it was moved, seconded and 
voted to appropriate the sum of $20,000.00 which amount was 
raised and appropriated in Article 18, Par. s. in the Warrant for 
Annual Town Meeting on March 12, 1984. This vote which was 89 
yes and 81 no was challenged and a new vote was taken. The vote 
then became a tie with 87 voting yes, and 87 no. A third vote of 90 
yes and 91 no was again challenged and the fourth and final vote of 
91 yes and 94 no declared this Article not passed. 


It was then moved, seconded and voted to reconsider Article 3. 
Again, several votes were taken and those votes were also chal- 
lenged because of the closeness of the votes. The third and final vote 
on Article 3 was 94 yes, 89 no. Article 3 was declared passed. 


Article 6. It was moved, seconded and voted to appropriate from 
Surplus the sum of $19,000.00 for maintenance of the buildings and 
equipment at the Snow Bowl. 
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Article 7. It was moved, seconded and voted to enact a Shellfish 
Ordinance for a period of three (3) years from the date of April 1, 
1984: that Ordinance to be effective immediately upon enactment. 


Article 8. It was moved, seconded and voted to accept the Fire 
Hydrant located on Cove Road. 


Article 9. It was moved, seconded and voted to accept and 
dedicate a parcel of land 50’x100’ which includes a sewer pumping 
station; said parcel is shown and depicted in part on a plan recorded 
in Cabinet 4, Sheet 46 in the Knox County Registry of Deeds. 


Article 10. It was moved, seconded and voted to accept a Com- 
munity Development Partnership Grant in the amount of $5,000.00 
and to appropriate the sum of $1,500.00 from Surplus for matching 
funds for that Grant. Said Grant to study the consolidation and 
relocation of Municipal Offices to allow reuse of existing Municipal 
Office space for community and office uses. 


It was moved, seconded and voted to adjourn the meeting at 
10:15 p.m.

1. Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


The accounting policies of the Town of Camden conform 
to generally accepted accounting principles, except 
for the maintenance of records of general fixed assets. 


A. 


Fund Accounting 


The accounts of the town are organized on the 

basis of funds and account groups, each of 

which is considered a separate accounting entity. 
The operations of each fund are accounted for 

with a separate set of self-balancing accounts 

that comprise its assets, liabilities, fund 

equity, revenues and expenditures. Resources are 
allocated to and accounted for in individual funds 
based upon the purposes for which they are to be 
spent and the means by which the spending activities 
are controlled. The various funds are grouped into 
six generic fund types as follows: 


Governmentl Funds (4) 


General Fund - The General Fund is the 
general operating fund of the town. It 
is used to account for all financial 
resources except those required to be 
accounted for in another fund. 


Special Revenue Funds - The Special 
Revenue Fund is used to account for the 
proceeds of specific revenue sources 
that are legally or contractually 
restricted to expenditures for specified 
purposes. 


Reserve Funds - Reserve Funds are used to 
account for assets segregated for future 
capital expenditures. These funds are 
established in accordance with state statutes. 


Special Assessment Fund - The Special 
Assessment Fund is used to account for the 
financing of the sewage facilities by 
assessment of local industries.

A. Fund Accounting - Continued 
Fiduciary Funds (2) 


Trust and Agency Funds - The Trust and Agency 
Funds are used to account for assets held by 
the town in a trustee capacity. These non- 
expendable trust funds are held for the benefit 
of the other community facilities, and for 
charitable purposes. Agency Funds are for co- 
operative solid waste purposes. 


: B. Long-Term Liabilities 
1 


General obligation notes or bonds supported by general 
revenues are obligations of the town as a whole and 
) not its individual funds. Accordingly, those unmatured 
obligations are accounted for in the General Long-Term 
Debt Account Group. This account group is not a fund. 
It is concerned only with the measurement of financial 
position and not the results of operations. 


C. Basis of Accounting 


Basis of accounting refers to when revenues and 
expenditures are recognized in the accounts and 
reported in the financial statements. Basis of 
accounting relates to the timing of the measure 
ments made. All governmental fund types of the 
town utilize a modified accrual basis of account- 
ing. Under this basis of accounting revenues are 
recorded as received in cash except for (a) 
revenues susceptible to accrual and (b) revenues 
of a material amount that have not been received 
at the normal time of receipt. Expenditures are 
generally recognized under the modified accrual 
basis of accounting when the related fund liability 
is incurred (accrual basis).

Their revenues are recognized 
when earned and expenses recognized when incurred. 


D. Budgets and Budgetary Accounting 


During late autumn and winter, town officials and 

the budget committee prepare and review a General 
Fund budget for submission to voters at town meeting. 
During this process public hearings are held in order 
to obtain voter comment. In March the budget is 
formally approved at town meeting. Any subsequent 
budget changes are adopted at special town meetings 
held during the year. 


Formal budgets for Special Revenue Funds, Special 
Assessment Fund and Reserve Funds are not adopted. 
During the General Fund budget hearings, however, 
discussions are included on these funds. The only 
formally enacted portions of budgets for these funds 
are those which affect interfund transfers with the 
General Fund. 


At the annual town meeting voters authorize town 
officials to expend as necessary to maintain 
municipal operations during the period between the 
Start of the following fiscal year and the next 
annual town meeting.

Investments 


Investments are stated and recorded at cost and 
consist of government and corporate securities 
and certificates of deposit. As of December 31, 
1984 the cost of such investments was $708,220 
and their estimated market value was $842,472. 


Tax Acquired Property 


Property acquired by foreclosure for non-payment 
of taxes is recorded at the amount of expired 
tax liens plus the costs involved in foreclosure. 
Liens and any current taxes on the same parcel 
are not included as part of the tax acquired 
property account until expiration of statutory 
time limits but are included in liens and taxes 
receivable. 


Comparative Data 


Comparative data for the prior year have been 
presented in several of the accompanying 
financial statements in order to provide an 
understanding of changes in: the town's financial 
position and operations. However, comparative 
data have not been presented in statements where 
the inclusion would make the statements unduly 
complex and difficult to read. 


Total Columns on Combined Statements 


Total columns on the combined statements are 
captioned "memorandum only" to indicate that 
they are presented only to facilitate financial 
analysis. Data in these columns do not present 
financial position or results of operations in 
conformity with generally accepted accounting 
principles. Interfund eliminations have not 
been made in the aggregation of this data.

I. Designated Fund Balances 


Certain departmental operating balances are 
designated for expenditure in future years. 
These balances are designated in accordance 
with statutory requirements or due to 
restrictive nature of funds used to finance 
expenditures. 


Vig. Property Taxes 


Property taxes (real and personal, except vehicles and boats) 
are assessed to the owner of record on April 1. On July 2, 
1984 the taxes were committed to the tax collector for 
collection. Taxes were due by December 1 and interest 

is assessed at 15% on any unpaid taxes as of that date. 


Included in the town's tax assessment of $21.00 per $1,000 
of assessed valuation is $12.16 which represents the local 
assessment for county and school district taxes. These 
taxes are collected by the town and forwarded as required 
by the taxing agency. 


Taxes are recognized as revenues when levied to the extent 
that they result in current receivables. 


Taxes on vehicles and boats are assessed to the owner of 
record on a staggered basis at times and rates established by 
the State of Maine. These taxes are recognized as revenues 
as they are received.

4. Other Required Individual Fund Disclosures 


Generally accepted accounting principles require 
disclosures as part of the combined statements, 

of certain information concerning individual funds 
including:

5. Retirement Costs 


The Town of Camden has elected to provide retirement coverage 
for all non-elected employees under the Maine State Retirement 
System. This plan, which is approximately 50% funded by 
employee contributions, resulted in a net cost of $25,427 to 
the Town of Camden for the year ended December 31, 1984. 


Pension costs are actuarily determined by the State. 


Additionally, employees are covered by Social Security at a 
cost for 1984 of $45,224. 


Employees are eligible for normal retirement under the Maine 
. State Retirement System upon reaching age 60 or early retire- 
| ment after 25 years of service. 


6. Contingencies 


The town participates in various intergovernmental grant 
programs which may be subject to program compliance audits 

by the grantors or their representatives. Not all audits 

of these programs have been conducted as of December 31, 1984 


Accordingly, the town's compliance with applicable grant 
requirements may be established at some future date. 

The amount, if any, of any liabilities arising from the 
disallowance of expenditures or ineligibility of grant 
revenues cannot be determined at this time. 


7. ‘Revenue Recognition 


The undesignated and unreserved fund balances of the 
General Fund, Sewer Operation Fund and Special Assess- 
ment Fund have been restated to give effect to a 

change in the method of recognizing revenues. Prior to 
1982 assessments were recognized as revenues when 
assessed. In accordance with generally accepted 
accounting principles a more restrictive method was 
adopted. Assessments are recognized as revenues to the 
extent that they have resulted in cash collections or 
in accounts receivable which can reasonably be expected 
to be collected within a normal billing cycle, i.e., 
one month.

e. All members of any volunteer fire department of the Town 
shall not be considered employees of the Town for purposes of 
these Pesonnel Policies and for that reason shall be exempt; 


f. All temporary employees of the Town being those ap- 
pointed for a definite period of time less than six months based 
on seasonal considerations or considerations of a specific 
limited project shall be exempt from these Personnel Policies.” 
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Explanation: The purpose of this charter amendment is to 
make clear employment positions that are exempt from the 
personnel policies and to remove the exemption from the per- 
sonnel policies as to certain other employment positions. The 
employment positions for which charter amendment would 
remove the exemption are as follows: Code Enforcement Of- 
ficer, Town Manager’s personal secretary, Tax Collector and 
Town Clerk/Treasurer.

4. Installation - sign posts and installation of the same 
shall be the responsibility of the applicant 
in conformation with D.O.T. OBDS Regu- 
lations and decisions of the Planning 
Board. 


Upon enactment, that zoning ordinance amendment shall be in- 
corporated into the Camden Code (the Camden Code being the 
codification of ordinances of the Town of Camden compiled and pub- 
lished by the Codification Committee of the Town of Camden). 


Article 29. Shall the zoning ordinance amendment for the Town 
of Camden be amended by deleting from Section III-A, Signs, Ar- 
ticle II, Permits, the first sentence of that paragraph and substitut- 
ing for that first sentence the following sentence: 


‘No person, firm or corporation shall hereafter erect, hang, 
place or alter a sign or sign structure of any kind without a per- 
mit having been issued by the Code Enforcement Officer, upon 
payment of a permit fee of $1.00 and in accordance with the 
provisions of this Section.”’ 


And to amend Section II I-A, Signs, Article II, Permits, by deleting 
in its entirety the third sentence of that Article which sentence is as 
follows: 


“Temporary signs need not be approved by the Planning 
Board.”’
